According to the newspapers a destructive frost is 
said to have fallen throughout New England gener- 
ally about the end of last week.

We 
are pleased to note from our special correspondent’s re- 
port that there is more or less “yellow” in these re- 
ports, and if present weather conditions continue for 
a short time longer, the crop, while not so large as 
that of 1906, will still be a fair one, though, as is 
usual with real Maine corn, there will be no surplus. 

* * * 

Business conditions as outlined by the commercial 
agencies continue satisfactory on the whole. Dun’s 
weekly review contains the following: ‘“Transporta- 
tion facilities by both rail and lake are severely tested 
by increased freight offerings and the marketing of 
crops, and while this gratifying condition is in evi- 
dence it does not seem that commerce generally can 
be undergoing any shrinkage. The attendance of 
visiting buyers in Chicago includes many from distant 
points, and the liberal scale upon which orders are 
being placed indicates confidence throughout .the 
agricultural communities.” Bradstreet’s weekly report 
is also of a favorable nature, reading in part as fol- 
lows: “Whether attributable to the improvement of 
the general financial situation or caused by favorable 
weather allowing of additional crop development there 
is a perceptibly better feeling in general in commercial 
lines. Reports as to jobbing trade are generally 
favorable, though there is still a slight undertone of 
conservatism.

E are pleased to note that the old practice of 
o fruit and vegetable cans as 1-lb., 
2-Ib., 3-lb. and “gallons” is fast falling into 
disuse. Instead, the trade are designating the 
various sizes of tin packages now as No. Is, No. 2s, 
No. 3s and No. 10s, which is proper, because correct. 

The old way was misleading, because it made most 
consumers believe that a can designated, for instance, 
as a “3-tb.” actually contained, or was supposed to, 
three pounds of tomatoes, beans or whatever the ar- 
ticle of food was, when the packers didn’t even pre- 
tend that a No. 3 can held three pounds’ weight of 
food. However, the use of the term “3-lb.” gave some 
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Help the Reform. 


people a chance to charge the canner with practicing 
deception on the consuming public, and it is well, 
therefore, that the practice of designating the cans 
as No. 2s or No. 3s is steadily becoming more gen- 
eral. It shows that a bad habit is being overcome, 
while finicky food officials are deprived of an oppor- 
tunity to create discussion calculated to harm canning 
interests. 

This particular reform should be helped along by 
all connected with the canning business. Let both 
packers and brokers hasten the day when the terms 
“2-lb.,” “3-lb.” and “gallon” will have become obso- 
lete, by describing the several sizes of cans by num- 
bers in all circulars and business correspondence. 


Cannery Sanitation. 


O pack in the history of the American canning 
industry has been made under conditions as 
sanitary as the canned goods pack of the sea- 
son now ending. We may assert with all con- 
fidence that more attention has been paid in the 
year 1907 to cleanliness in food manfacturing plants 
than in any previous year since the canning of fruits 
and vegetables became one of our great industries. 

The passage of the federal food law and the agita- 
tion which preceded it were very largely responsible 
for the closer attention paid to sanitation in food fac- 
tories, but not altogether so, for the packers have for 
a number of years past been gaining a better under- 
standing of the problems involved in packing, the 
causes of spoilage, and the necessity for carrying on 
their operations amid surroundings which are above 





suspicion. Food legislation and the era of sensation- 
alism in respect to methods of food manufacture which 
neared its end with the passage of the federal food 
law undoubtedly quickened the general appreciation 
of cleanliness in packing houses, yet we were coming 
to it nevertheless, and steadily, too. 

This year fruit and vegetable canners have been 
particularly solicitous for the condition of their plants 
from a sanitary standpoint, and it may be said that 
slops and waste matter were never before disposed of 
so expeditiously. The improvement that has been be- 
gun will be continued. The subject of sanitation is 
one which is certain to receive more and more atten- 
tion each season until practical perfection in this re- 
spect shall have been attained. 








New Sterilizing Method. 

A firm has lately been organized in England to ac- 
quire all the rights in a new process of sterilizing 
meat, poultry, fish, milk, eggs, etc. This process is 
creating no small stir among provisioners and refrig- 
erating men in general in England. However, as the 
process is yet to be thoroughly proven and as the 
sterilization and preservation effected is more or less 
transitory in nature, their fears are at present ground- 
less. The process consists in exposing the article to 
be treated to the vapors generated from pastiles, the 
constituents of which are secret, in air-tight chamber. 
Claim is made that no alteration in the taste, smell, 
or color of the food is perceptible, nor is the 
food so treated injurious to health. In the prospectus 
issued, the reports state that beef, mutton and pork 
hung in an ordinary warehouse from three to five 
weeks after “sterilization,” presented all the appear- 
ance of freshly killed meat. “Sterilized” meat was ex- 
posed to a temperature of 90 degrees and only showed 
signs of putrefaction after the seventh day. Eggs 


treated with the vapor are said to have been kept in 
excellent condition for six months. 





Canners Ask Delay in Enforcement of Label 
Law. 


A special dispatch from Washington, D. C., statés 
that representatives of the canning industry appeared 
before the Board of Food and Drug Inspection pro- 
testing against the new labeling law being put into 
effect October 1. The regulations are that on and 
after that day the principal label used on any can shall 
state the contents and the name of place of manufac- 
ture. It was represented that at this time canners 
have on hand fully half a million dollars worth of 
labels which it will be necessary to destroy if the time 
for their use is not extended. 

Nothing definite was done in the matter, but the 
Board agreed to take it under consideration, and 
make. such recommendations as it deemed proper to 
the secretary of agriculture. 

Similar action has been taken by the National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association.

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In spite of the great amount of publicity given the 
“tomato glut” in Baltimore and vicinity, we see noth- 
ing to warrant the supposition that there will be any- 
thing beyond a moderate pack. lhe very fact that the 
tomatoes came with such a rush is a good enough 
reason for being conservative in forming estimates, as 
there is very little elasticity in canning facilities, and 
the consequence is that what cannot be packed in cans 
will be diverted to other uses, if not actually wasted. 

The unquestionable shortage in small fruits, peaches, 
etc, with the prospect of a rather light pack of corn, 
leaves room for a larger pack of tomatoes than seems 
probable at this writing, frost or no frost, as generally 
speaking, the vines do not seem to be holding out as 
well as usual, probably owing to coc 1 and wet weather. 

The likelihood of a corn pack smaller than that of 
1906, with no great stock of old pack on hand puts the 
market in a very satisfactory condition from the pack- 
ers’ standpoint, inasmuch as with spot western stand- 
ard corn selling at about Ioc per dozen higher than a 
year ago, the market is firm with a distinctly upward 
tendency. ' : 

A report recently received from a prominent Balti- 
more brokerage concern says: 

Continued favorable weather this week caused 
larger receipts of raw tomatoes, and there were .three 
days when the market was glutted with them and the 
prices for the raw stock dropped to the lowest point of 
the season but recovered partly afterward. So far, 
there has been only a slight weakening, and now the 
market shows symptoms of a firmer feeling because 
of renewed buying by western jobbers and western 
canners. The news about the western crop is not 
encouraging, and some western canners have already 
given notice of short delivery against their contracts, 
while throughout this section the whole situation hangs 
upon the weather conditions during the remainder of 
this month. It looks like an active market ahead for 
tomatoes, and purchases made now will probably prove 
to be in buyer’s favor. 

In spite of the advanced prices, the demand for 
nearly every staple article in the line of canned vege- 
tables and fruits continues active. During the week 
gallon apples advanced from $3.00 to $3.20 and the 





buying continued at that price. No. 3 standard apples, 
peaches, blackberries, string beans, sweet potatoes, 
seconds peas, corn and berries of all kinds advanced, 
and still show an upward tendency because of light 
stocks. When the canning season ends and packers 
have filled all their contracts the stocks of goods left 
for sale will be, probably, the lightest on hand at any 
time during the last ten years or more. 

Tomatoes— 

Chicago market this past week has been a free 
buyer of eastern tomatoes at 85c f. o. b. Harford 
county and peninsula. The market has not had any 
Indiana offerings to speak of and the few that have 
been offered are at very high prices. The weather 
has not been at all favorable for growing tomatoes, 
although they talk in the east of having a good average 
pack, but it is conceded by many of the buyers and 
sellers that 85c will represent the low price. Gallons 
are selling at $2.75 f. 0. b. county, but very light de- 
mand. 

Corn— 

The weather has been unfavorable for corn and the 
result is that there has been considerable buying on the 
basis of 65c factory for standard western. The qual- 
ity of the new corn seems to be very good and buyers 
are well pleased. The frost on Saturday night in 
the central part of Illinois has practically stopped 
packing of corn and some factories will only be able 
to make 80 per cent to go per cent delivery. It is re- 
ported that the pack of corn is practically over in 
Iowa, and if so there will be some decidedly short 
deliveries. Country Gentleman corn is high and diffi- 
cult to buy. The situation on corn is strong, and will 
stand the closest watching. 


Peas— 

Peas have been in demand and large sales have been 
made, closing out many of the surplus in several can- 
neries in Wisconsin. The situation on peas is abso- 
lutely assured and there is no guess work in stating 
that the market is practically bare and when you stop 
to think that there will be no new peas until next 
June it is easy to see, with the very small stock remain-

ing in first hands, where the price is likely to go. 
There is a continuation of 1908 sales, but the larger 
packers have held off so far and there is a movement 
on foot among packers not to name prices until at 
least the first of December. 


Fruits— 

On canned fruits there is absolutely nothing to say 
of any interest. A continuation of last week with 
odds and ends being pretty well cleaned up. The 
market is strong, with good demand. 


Apples— 

Gallon apples seem to be a trifle easier and there 
has been some selling on the basis of $3.85, although 
very little stock on hand. There is no change on 
futures, although Maine is entirely sold out on the 
basis of $3.00 factory. 


Salmon— 

All grades of salmon are in very light supply; in 
so far as first hands are concerned, the stock 1s 
entirely cleaned up. Spot prices are as follows: 
Alaska red, 1-lb. talls, $1.32% to $1.35; sockeyes, 
1-Ib. talls, $1.80 to $1.85; fancy chinooks, 1-lb. talls, 
$1.90; 1-lb. flats, $2.10 to $2.15; Alaska pink, 1-lb. 
talls, 97 4c to $1.00.

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Apples-— 

The market continues firm and very active on all 
lines. The only item of special interest during the 
week has been the advance in future evaporated 
apples, sales of which are reported for first half No- 
vember shipment as follows: New York primes, 
103%4c; choice, 114%4c; fancy, 1134c.

Canadian Fish Exhibit. 

Consul L. F. Dudley, of Vancouver, reports as 
follows in regard to a Canadian government fisheries 
display at the forthcoming British Columbia fair: 

An annual fair or exhibition is held at New. West- 
minster, 12 miles from here, in October of each year. 
It is announced that the Dominion government will 
this year exhibit the fishing industry in the most inter- 
esting and useful manner possible. A special building 
will be erected to accommodate the large number of 
glass tanks in which the members of the finny tribes 
will be placed, and arrangements are now being made 
for the gathering of as many as possible of the species 
of fish found in the Pacific coast waters, and they will 
all be shown alive in the tanks of water. 

In addition to this there. will be many preserved 
varieties which can not be secured alive, as well as a 
long row of tubes containing salmon and salmon fry, 
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showing the various stages of this commercial fish 
from the egg to the full-grown sockeye, which is 
canned in such large quantities on the Fraser river in 
some years. The entire exhibit is being arranged by 
the Dominion government. 


Lobster Industry for Canadian Pacific Coast. 


Consul L. E. Dudley, writing from Vancvouver, 
tells of the establishment of the lobster industry on the 
Pacific coast : 

A few years ago the Canadian fisheries department 
planted a few lobsters at different points in the waters 
of British Columbia. Professor Prince, who is at 
the head of the Canadian Fisheries Commission, is 
now on the coast making an examination of the beds 
where lobsters were planted to see what increases 
they have made, and he will investigate a number of 
different places with a view to a large planting of 
lobsters, if it is found those already planted have done 
well. It is said that Professor Prince will look into 
the temperature of the water, the character of the 
bottom, and other particulars, before any decision is 
reached regarding planting more lobsters. If condi- 
tions are found favorable it is intended to plant ex- 
tensive beds of lobsters, so that in the course of four . 
or five years the lobster-taking industry will be estab- 
lished on a large scale. 


The Tin-Plate Industry. 


The Jron Age says: “Whereas before the estab- 
lishment of American tin-plate manufacture this coun- 
trv took much more of the Welsh product than all 
other countries combined, the United States to-day 
receives less than one-seventh of the exports from 
Wales, though still the largest single customer. For 
the fiscal year ended June 30 our imports of tin and 
terne plates were 63,629 gross tons, as compared with 
53,937 tons in the previous year. Meanwhile our 
production is at the rate of about 550,000 gross tons 
a year.” 


What are ‘“‘Standard’”’ Tomatoes? 


A recent circular issued by Strasbaugh, Silver & 
Co., of Aberdeen, Md., contains the following: “To- 
matoes are offered a little more freely this week, but 
as yet are by no means up to the average normal 
quality. The definition of the word ‘standard’ seems 
to be dependent upon who packs them. We have cut 
numerous samples this week of so-called standard, 
varying in our opinion from 5c to 10c per doz. We 
can only buy what we consider standard lots when 
they are like the recognized standard of previous 
years, endeavoring to secure prices in full proportion 
to the quality of the various lots offered.”

Epitor CANNER: ‘The tomato market eased off somewhat 
last week, and closed on Saturday at nominally 85 for No 
standards, although two or three sales had been passed throngs 
at 82!%4c, f. o. b. Peninsula. This easier feeling, however Po 
not be wondered at in view of the condition that prevailed all 
over this section for the past week or ten days. The wonder 
to me is that the market did not decline to 8oc, especially as 
those interested in hearing the market took pains to spread 
around all over the country the news of the tomato glut 
There is no doubt but what the market would have declined 
more had it not been for the fact that the majority of packers 
are still way behind on their contracts for futures, and are 
therefore not offering any goods just at this time. Had their 
order books not been so full, and had they been compelled to 
move some goods on new business, the price would certainly 
have gone lower. : 

The glut has been terrific, and still continues. Thousands 
of bushels of tomatoes have either gone to waste entirely, or 
have gone into pulp for ketchup. The country packers have 
been absolutely unable to keep up with their receipts of raw 
tomatoes, and as Baltimore packers were also full up, it was 
no good shipping the tomatoes to Baltimore. The country 
tomato packers have been carrying in their yards anywhere 
from 2,000 to 15,000 baskets of tomatoes (according to the 
size of their acreage), and have been two or three days behind 
in their work all the time. This means a total loss to thiem 
of a good many baskets, and in addition to that, a loss in yield 
on what they do put up. : 

It will be well for jobbers, however, not to deceive them- 
selves as to the actual situation. This glut does not neces- 
sarily mean that an unusual quantity of tomatoes are going 
into cans. It must not be forgotten that the season opened 
two weeks late. The capacity of all packing houses may be 
pushed at the packer. The labor problem holds the quantity 
down. For instance, the maximum capacity of a tomato house 
may be 20,000 cans per day. This particular packer may have 
thrust at him enough tomatoes to pack 40,000 cans per day, 
but he cannot put up the 40,000 even if the tomatoes were 
given to him. This is the inevitable result that might be 
anticipated from a season like the present, when six weeks 
work has to be crowded into four weeks, through a crop that 
ordinarily spreads out over the maximum time mentioned, 
coming in in two-thirds of the time. 

The future course of the market depends entirely on how 
long the season lasts. If frost comes before

Portland, Me., Sept. 21, 1907. 

Epiror CANNER: On Wednesday night, after a promise of 
respectable weather, the “Weather Bureau” changed its mind, 
and sent, as lightning from a clear sky, a nice little frost all 
over the state. In the evening the temperature took a tumble, 
not a fall, for the change was for many degrees and sudden. 
In the lowlands, the ground was white and the situation alarm- 
ing. One of our evening newspapers came out with “scare- 
hes ad” lines, stating, among other “calamity howls,” that the 
“corn crop is (was) greatly damaged, and ‘the fruit escaped.” 
I suppose the fruit must have been insured, for otherwise 
such conditions show a great partiality on the part of nature, 
and a disregard for its laws. 

Naturally, every one interested in canning, as well as in 
business generally, was alarmed, and I began my investiga- 
tions, the results of which I will give, as best known to me 
up to the hour of writing. 

Near the coast, it would seem as if a heavy mist covered 
the lowlands, and protected the corn, and the injury, if any, 
was nominal. One of the most experienced Maine corn pack- 
ers told me many years ago that, after a frost, he had noted 
its effect on standing corn. It would ; seem as if it floated on 
the air currents, winding and floating in and out among: the 
hills and valleys, as a flowing river. Often it would injure 
a large field only partially, and the course of the current be 
marked plainly after the sun had shone on the crop for a few 
hours, hence the variable reports. Several factories had com- 
pleted their pack, therefore were beyond all chances, while 
the majority of packers who had corn in the lowlands, had 
it in the tins. Very little, if any of the crop, on the hillsides 
was hurt, but it is far from being all packed. Several, at the 
time of writing this letter, have not been a week at work. 
Several factories suffered severely where the corn was planted 
in the lowlands. One of the most careful and experienced 
packers, speaking of the general results, said that taking the 
prospective pack from a view, say ten days ago, of 75 to 80 
per cent delivery, this frost might reduce the general result 
10 to 15 per cent more. It must be kept in mind, however, 
that the packing is not over, nor can it be for from one to 
three weeks yet, possibly. If a frost should come before the

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‘end of the season—one very late, even now—the percentage of 
loss will be greatly increased. While it is highly probabie 
that the frosts may come, it is not here yet, and the ther 
mometer today is in the eighties. 

The picture presented is very nearly accurate, ] think, and 
without prejudice. Under the most favorable future condi 
tions, I fail to see why the market price must not advance. 
As for surplus, it will be so small that it will probably me-t 
at once into consumption. The future outlook is rather 
serious, I think, notwithstanding the greatly exaggerated 
statements from sensational sources. I can give no quotations 
that would be correct. 

The same frost injured the squash and pumpkin vines, but, 
as the crop was about ready, it could do but little harm. It 
must have stopped the blueberry packing which was still going 
on after a fashion. As sales were made at $1.50, this might 
be called the present price on this article. The offerings, even 
at that, are limited. 

A great many orders for clams for future delivery have 
been booked, but no price has been made. It will be much 
higher than at any previous time. Herring continue scarce 
No gallon apples will be offered, I think, until after the corn 
packing is over, and conditions are better known. . The present 
hot spell will have a material effect.

Seattle, Washington, Sept. 18, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: A shortage of tin plate will cause con- 
siderable loss to the salmon packers of the Pacific coast on the 
fall pack of salmon. This is especially true of the packers on 
Puget Sound and the Fraser river, who were prepared for 
only a normal pack of Sockeye and were taken unawares by 
the tremendous run of humpbacks or pink salmon, which filled 
all the extra number of empty cans which they had on hand, 
and left none for the run of silversides or fall salmon. The 
cannerymen of Puget Sound and the Fraser river are very 
conservative about making preparations for the salmon pack in 
“off years.’ The sockeye, the great commercial salmon of 
those waters, runs according to a four-year cycle, the fourth 
year being always a big year with an abundance of fish to 
pack, and the first, second and third years being only indif- 
ferently good, and sometimes poor. In the fourth year of the 
cycle, the packers prepare to operate their plants at fullest 
capacity, for they are reasonably certain that they will have 
all the sockeyes they can pack. In advance of the other sea- 
sons, they are more careful, as they cannot count on any fixed 
supply of fish and must take only what comes. U nder these 
circumstances, they do not as a rule, take any chances, but 
prepare for only a small pack, and contract for their labor 
and order or manufacture their cans accordingly. That was 
the case this season. They thought there would be a small 
pack of sockeye salmon and there was a small pack, even 
smaller than the cannerymen anticipated. But following on 
the heels of this came a very large run of pink salmon, the 
largest for many years, and as this salmon, although a 
cheaper grade, was bringing a price on the market which was 
profitable, the cannerymen seized the opportunity and canned 
all the pink salmon possible. As a consequence, their labor 
contracts and their supply of cans and other necessities are 
used up in advance of the fall packing season, and the can- 
nerymen find themselves up against it. There is always a 
dependable run of fall salmon or silversides, which bring an 








even higher price on the market than pink salmon, and th 
cannerymen make allowances, in ordering their supplies, fot 
this part of the sez ason’ Ss oper ations. This ye al however, Pee 
have used up all their cans and tinplate on sockeyes and pinks 
and now they find that the can factories are not in position 
owing to the scarcity of tinniate, to supply them further 
Some of the packers anticipated this condition, and hoarded 
their cans for the fail pack, knowing that it w vould be mor 
profitable than the pack of pink salmon. But the majority 
of the cannerymen, depending upon the ability of the re 
manufacturers to supply them with more cans, used up all 
their available supply on pink fish, and will now have to clos 
down during the profitable fall packing season. The can ot 
tories can promise them no relief, because they cannot get 
tinplate from the east. ,

Epitok CANNER: Features have been comparatively few in 
the canned goods trade during the week just passed. Ina 
general way business has moved along about as previously 
reported, with holders showing little disposition to sell, ex- 
cepting at full outside quotations, but with buyers holding off 
waiting for fart! ler developments. As a whole the market is 
firm and ten lency of prices ts upward, with here and there a 
weak spot developing. The situation is considered reasonably 
satisfactory and practi ically all holders and others anticipate 
improvements rather than otherwise during the weeks to 
come, 

Considerable weakness developed in tomatoes at one time 
during the week, but afterward that condition changed. A 
firmer undertone was reported, and the market showed some 
improvement. This difference was said to be due to an ap- 
parent change of sentiment and the effect was to put new life 
into the tomato market. Western jobbers have shown a good 
deal of additional interest in buying. It is said that they have 
been forced into the eastern market by shortage in their own 
localities. Reports from the south are to the effect that the 
crop is ripening all at once, and that after the present stock of 
raw material is exhausted the stock will cease as suddenly as 
it began. While raw material is said to be pouring in on 
packers rapidly, according to reports, the prospect is that it 
will speedily exhaust the supply and the condition of a virtual 
shortage will develop. Many packers are too busy getting out 
deliveries on contracts to seek new business, but some who 
want ready money for a particular purpose are disposed to 
press sales at 85c f. o. b. for full standard 3s, and it is re 
re that some offerings have been made as low as 82%c 

. b. One sale of 3,000 cases was made at 85c f. o. b. to go 
to a New England market. The trade here will not do any 
more business than circumstances compel them to do during 
the next ten days. It is expected that within that period tt 
will be possible to determine whether the market will be 
lower or higher. Spot prices are: Maryland standard 3s, 9oc 
to 92'4c; gallons, $3.25. 

A good buying interest is reported in corn, but it is prac 
tically impossible to secure sufficient supplies to satisfy the 
present demand. For New York state goods 7oc is asked 
inside, and from that the range is up to 75c. Here and there 
67%4c will buy, and one offer at 65¢ was made, but the low

Maryland- 
Maine style is in demand at 65c to 67!4c, with substantially 
all holders asking the higher price. Western stock is a shade 
firmer at 65c. 

Peas would sell more rapidly if the stock was procurable, 
but holders are not particularly anxious to dispose of what 
they have, particularly in the more popular grades, conse- 
quently it is difficult to obtain supplies. Marrows are held at 
$1.15 to $1.20, and early Junes at 95c to $1.00, while sifted 
early Junes are quoted at $1.05 to $1.15. 

Spinach is scarce and firm, with 3s held at $1.20 to $1.25 and 
gallons at $3.87% to $4.00. Buyers would take hold liberally, 
but they can’t find the stock. 

Little business is possible in fruits. Packers have few goods 
to offer and second-hands have practically nothing to spare 
after satisfying their own requirements. The tendency of 
prices is sharply upward on all lines, and substantial advances 
are expected shortly. Conditions promise no improvement in 
this department, and it looks now as though prohibitive prices 
would prevail before any relief will come. 

Spot red Alaska salmon is offered sparingly up to $1.30. 
Some sales have been made the past week as low as $1.25, but 
as a whole the market is held at the outside figure. Every- 
thing procurable is going steadily into consumption, and, as 
nothing is offered from the coast it looks as though it would 
be increasingly difficult to get goods. Other varieties are 
scarce and prices are firm. Deliveries on contracts constitute 
the bulk of the movement. Present buying is reduced to a 
minimum, . 

Sardines are scarce and firm. Packers are only doing a 
reduced business, it is said, and purchasers for future delivery 
are necessarily limited. Sellers prefer to hold their goods, 
anticipating an advance in prices later. 

Lobster is even more of a luxury than it was last year. 
Supplies are very small and prices are very high, with little 
indication of any easing up in the situation. 

Oysters are unchanged, but prices are high, and supplies 
difficult to obtain.

NEW YORK DRIED FRUIT MARKET. 


New York, Sept. 23, 1907. 

Epiror CANNER: More interest has developed in the dried 
fruit market and buyers have shown a steadily increasing 
interest. More consumptive interest is reported as well, and 
buying has been done for the future in some instances, pur- 
chasers believing this action essential to secure low prices. 
A sharp upward tendency has developed in all varieties, and 
this shows itself particularly in the more popular sorts. The 
market, as a whole, is in good condition, and more movement 
at present or better prices is anticipated. 

Greek cables report a sharp upward turn to new crop cur- 
rants. No definite information has been vouchsafed concern- 
ing this rather unexpected development, but according to 
what is known it has been influenced more or less by liberal 
buying for European consumption, taken in conjunction with 
recent reports to the effect that the quantity available for 
export is relatively small. Some cables have quoted prices 
Yc higher, and intimate that a further advance is probable. 
So far as this market is concerned no quotable advance has 
been made, but holders are firmer in their views in sympathy 
with the Greek situation. Active buying would probably de- 
velop higher prices. 

The first new crop Valencia raisins arrived during the 
week via Liverpool. Only a few hundred cases came on one 
steamer, all of which were sold at 8c for off stalk and 8%c 
for layers. Another vessel brought 16,000 boxes, but prac- 
tically nothing was unsold upon arrival. A feature of the 
market is the anxiety of western buyers to secure early sup- 
plies of Valencias. Orders for liberal quantities have come 
from Chicago and other western points every day during the 
week. Some layers were sold ex-second steamer at 734c 
and shipments from Denia are quoted at 7c for last half of 
September shipment, October shipments are offered at 6%c. 
Smyrna Sultanas due this week are quoted at 11c for 3-crown, 
11%c for 4-crown, 12c for 5-crown, 12%4c for 6-crown and I3c 
for 7-crown. Cables from Smyrna report a scarcity of high 
grade goods, on which prices have advanced the equivalent 
of 2c a pound. Fancy coast seeded raisins have sold during 
the week at 15c for fancy in 1-pound cartons. One lot of 200 
cases was sold at that figure. One car of new crop coast 
seeded, half fancy and half choice, October shipment, sold at 
9%%c for fancy and 93c for choice. The seller later raised his 
quotations on September shipment to 10c for fancy and 934c

for choice. Late shipments attract no attention and Prices 
are merely nominal. Not much spot business is being done 
The coast market for new crop prunes is more or less “it 
settled and offerings are freely made for early shipment but 
at prices which vary considerably.

Harvey S. Stiles, horticulturist for the Brownsville 
road, has made a discoverey of great interest to the 
people of the southwest, which is that dates of the 
choicest variety, rivaling the kind raised in Syria, will 
grow in a triangle formed by a line drawn through 
Laredo and Corpus Christi, thence down to Browns. 
ville and up again to Laredo. 

Mr Stiles came to Texas from California and began 
to experiment. He found the female date tree in the 
Brownsville country and began a search for the male 
tree. He presently discovered this and polinated the 
two. As a result he raised 140 pounds on three 
branches on one tree. The trees usually grow ten or 
fifteen bunches or nearly a ton of dates. It now seems 
probable that the date industry will prove a great 
feeder for the Brownsville country.

The business of the Brownsville (Ore.) Canning Co. has 
so far exceeded expectations that it has been decided to erect 
a large permanent addition to the factory next spring. 

A new factory is in prospect at Pine Bluff, Ark. The 
building committee is composed of J. W. Corder, J. A. Holmes 
and W. E. Mulliken. 

The new building of the Wheeling Can Co. is about com- 
pleted. When finished it is to be equipped with the most 
modern mechanism obtainable. 

Reports from over the border would indicate that the 
Canadian packer is bound to come out poorly this year on 
account of short crops. 

It is reported that the Shenandoah, Ia., canning factory has 
been handicapped on its corn pack by a shortage of cans. We 
are quite sure that this is not the fault of the manufacturers. 

The Growers’ Canning Co., Council Bluffs, Ia., are re- 
ported to have had to close their corn pack after putting up 
the product of only eighty acres. 

A dispatch from Sharon, Pa., says that the American Can 
Co. will erect a new plant for the manufacture of tin cans and 
other of its products at Newcastle. 

The Illinois Canning Co., of Hoopeston, Ill., has recently 
made contracts for the building of a new factory which is to 
be put up at the close of the present season. 

The Elgin (Ill) Packing Co. commenced operations on 
corn last week. It is expected that the pack will not exceed 
50 per cent of last year’s. 

It is reported that the Owensboro, Ky., factory has been 
compelled to run seven days a week on account of an accumu- 
lation of tomatoes caused by the difficulty of securing labor. 

Reports from Maine state that the corn crop of that state 
will be from 70 to 75 per cent of normal, provided the recent 
favorable weather conditions continue. 

The new plant of the Clinton, Ind., Canning CS. was com- 
pleted a few days ago and operations commenced on the 
tomato pack. 

The Commercial Club of Montensano, Wash., has under 
consideration the erection of a canning factory at that point. 
It is hoped to get matters in shape for operation next season. 

The company has about fifty branch houses in various parts 
of the United States, Canada and Cuba, and is one of the 
largest fish, oyster and poultry concerns in the country. 

A report from Kaysville, Utah, states that there is a good 
prospect of a fairly large pack of tomatoes in that vicinity, as 
the vines are yielding well. Fruit is of excellent quality. 

The Wayne County Preserving Co., Newark, N. Y., recently 
had a fire in one of their warehouses, and are to be congrat- 
ulated on the fact that the flames did not reach their main 
canning plant. 

The Board of Trade of Starke, Florida, has in hand the 
matter of establishing a canning factory at that point. The 
matter, however, has as yet not got beyond the committee 
stage. 

A report from Bay City, Mich., says that the tomato output 
of the Beutel Pickling & Canning Co. so far this year is only 








one-fourth of what it was this time last season. This js not 
entirely due to a short crop, but difficulty in securing labor 


The Sulphur Springs, (Tex.) Canning Co. is reported to 
have shipped out 31 cars of fruits and vegetables, ‘ineludin 
peaches, berries, tomatoes, okra and beans. The season will 
be wound up on sweet potatoes. 


The Florence, Neb., canning factory has been runnin 
steadiiy on tomatoes the past week and is expected to - 
continue for the balance of the season, though the crop js 
ripening very slowly. 


The Wasatch Orchard Co., of Ogden, Utah, has brought 
suit against one of its growers for non-delivery of Peaches 
on contract. The trouble appears to be that there has been 
such a high market for them from outsiders that growers 
have found it worth while to evade contracts with canners, 


It is reported that the factory at Sawyer, Wis., operated 
by the Waukesha Canning Co., under lease for the last season 
or so, has now been purchased outright by the lessees, and 
that the placing of contracts with farmers for the 1908 season 
is now under way. 


It is stated in a dispatch from Washington that the United 
States Army Commissary Department contemplates discon- 
tinuing the shipment of canned vegetables to Alaska for the 
reason that so many vegetables are raised there that it js 
possible to secure the fresh product all the year round. 


The stockholders of A. Booth & Co. will meet on October 
10 for the purpose of voting upon $1,000,000 increase in the 
preferred stock, which will bring the total authorized issue 
up to $3,500,000. The new stock will be offered to share- 
holders at par. The common stock amounts to $3,000,000. 
The preferred is 8 per cent cumulative. 


It is reported that the Anderson (Ind.) Canning Co. will 
not commence packing tomatoes until about the middle of 
this week. Manager Drake states that both the quantity and 
quality of the tomato supply are very satisfactory, but, of 
course, the size of the pack depends entirely upon the lateness 
of trost. 


“Inadequate factory labor to take care of the fruit as it 
ripened has caused tens of thousands of bushels to go to 
waste in the fields and at the canning houses. This loss can- 
not be recovered, even if the packing season is extended 
beyond the usual period. However, the states comprising this 
packing section will get up a good pack if frost holds off two 
or three weeks longer.” 


A recent letter from Thomas J. Meehan, the well known 
Baltimore broker, states that there has been heavy buying in 
that market of tomatoes for western accounts by jobbers and 
carmers, many of the orders coming in from the very center 
of the western tomato packing section. This has resulted in 
a very active and strong market with a probability of same 
continuing right up to the end of the month. 


The following is an extract from the latest market report 


of E. C. Shriner & Co., of Baltimore: “This has been another 
busy week on tomatoes for all hands engaged in packing 
them. Receipts were lighter than last week and prices re- 


covered to around normal figures, owing to the supply not 
being in excess of the daily requirements. Very similar con- 
ditions are expected next week in Baltimore, but not so in 
some of the counties, where many packers will begin to work 
part days for want of stuff to keep their factories going on 
full time.

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This year’s crop of grapes in California is said to be un- 
usually large and fine in quality. 

A special meeting of the Dried Fruit Association was held 
recently in the executive committee room of the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. The report of the pure food com- 
mittee in the shape of a resolution covering walnuts and 
almonds was tabled pending the return from the Washington 
conference of John C. Mahlan, a member of the committee 
from the National Wholesale Grocers’ Association. The Dried 
Fruit Association yesterday wired Mr. Mahlan asking him to 
get an expression of opinion from Dr. Harvey W. Wiley on 
the question involved in the use of sulphur in the curing of 
both walnuts and almonds. Until a report is received from 
Mr. Mahlan no action on the Dried Fruit Association report 
will be taken. 

Consular Agent A. E. Carleton, reporting from Almeria, 
says that the first direct boat leaving that Spanish port for 
America, which will reach New York in September, carries 
something like 10,000 barrels of Almeria grapes. Concerning 
this year’s crop results, he says: 

The season is slightly early owing to excellent weather 
conditions, and if these continue during the cutting of the 
fruit buyers in the United States may be reasonably sure of 
good fruit. Reports have gone forth that the total number 
of barrels this fall would reach 2,500,000, but the latent advices 
from all parts of the province indicate that the sanguine ex- 
pectations of two months ago will scarcely be réalized. Con- 
servative estimates at present place the total crop at about 
2,000,000 barrels. 

The production in weight of each vine is said to be less 
than usual, owing to lack of water, but, on the other hand, 
the grapes will be of excellent keeping quality and free from 
spots. 

The Fruit Shipvers’ Association will not allow more than 
25,c0® barrels to be leaded in any one boat for New York, 
since the shipments last year of 30,000 and 40,000 barrels in 
one steamer did not prove to be favorable to good delivery. 
There will also be direct steamers to Boston and one or two 
to Philadelphia

Meat Packers, Attention!! 

According to consular reports recently received, 
Australian meat packers have commenced exportations 
to England and certain parts of Europe of canned 
“Kosher” meat. The incentive for this experiment 
is that there are in the countries referred to, a large 
number of poor Jewish families who have not been 
able to avail themselves of the use of canned meats 
for the reason that they are forbidden to eat meat 
that is not “Koshered.” It is said the process of 
“Koshering” is relatively simple for the returns the 
increased trade will bring. 

It is also claimed that it will be imposisble for meat 
of this description to be exported from the United 
States or any other country not under the British flag, 
because the jurisdiction of the chief Rabbi of the 
United Kingdom is confined to that country. It would 
seem, however, that this difficulty should be easily 
overcome by negotiations and that with proper enter- 
prise it should be possible for such food to be profita- 
bly exported from this country.

Brazilian Canned Goods Exhibit—Fruit 
Growing. 

THe CANNER has been favored with a copy of a re- 
port sent by Deputy Consul-General J. J. Slechta, of 
Rio de Janeiro, to the Department of Commerce and 
Labor at Washington on the fruit industry of Brazil. 
The Deputy Consul-General in speaking of the efforts 
of the different Brazilian state governments to pro- 
mote the fruit industry in that Republic, says that an 
exhibition was recently held in Rio de Janeiro of a 
large variety of wines produced from Rio Grande 
grapes, and that the exhibit embraced also canned and 
preserved fruit products. The canned fruits were at- 
tractively labeled, and, as Mr. Slechta says, “had the 
general appearance of the American article.” Some 
of the higher grade preserves were put up in glass. 
All of these products are on sale in Rio de Janeiro 
and are finding a ready market, inasmuch as prices 
are lower than on the imported products. We quote 
the following from Deputy Consul-General Slechta’s 
report: 

“The state of Sao Paulo is undertaking active meas- 
ures for the development of the fruit industry. An 
expert from the state bureau of plant industry has 
been sent to Italy to make certain investigations in 
fruit culture and also to arrange for transporting to 
southern Sao Paulo 100 families of Sicilian viticultur- 
ists and fruit growers. It is the intention of the de- 
partment of agriculture to secure for purposes of ex- 
periment a concession of government !and upon which 
these immigrant fruit growers are to be established. 
Later a co-operative society is to be organized which 
will purchase the output of the fruit farms for vintage 
purposes. 

“The activity of the department of agriculture in 
seeking to develop various industries within the state 
is attracting more than ordinary attention from in- 
telligent planters and farmers. Large areas of Sao 
Paulo are as well adapted to fruit growing as is Italy 
and other portions of southern Europe, and with proper 
attention this branch of agriculture should be made to 
yield a large income. 

“This is true also of Santa Catharina, Rio Grande 
do Sul, and large portions of Parana. In the former 
state grape culture has been developed to an important 
industry. 

“Fruits other than grapes are being cultivated in Rio 
Grande do Sul with marked success. Peaches are 
probably the most important of these, great quantities 
of which are dried and packed for shipment to all 
parts of Brazil. The method of preparation of this

fruit is such that its appearance is similar to the Cheap. 
er grades of dried apples packed in the Uniteq States 
While apple production is yet small, some excellent 
qualities are being grown, and small shipments are 
sent to the various coast cities of Brazil, Figs are 
grown in small quantities and find a market in other 
parts of Brazil, mainly in the form of canned pre- 
serves. 

“One great drawback to the development of the fruit 
industry in southern Brazil is the difficulty attendant 
upon the marketing of the fresh fruit, due to the ine 
adequacy of transportation facilities and to the custom 
of the Brazilian merchants, who wish to sell few goods 
at enormous prices rather than in large quantities a 
small profit.” 


Packing Goods for Export. 

Steamship companies engaged in trade with Central 
and South America are directing attention to the fact 
that baling cotton for European markets is not the 
only example of faulty packing of goods for export, 
Our consuls in the Far East call attention to the same 
fault in our trade with that part of the world. Goods 
for South American markets are so often put up in 
flimsy or insecure boxes or cases, or badly packed or 
baled, that it constitutes a serious obstacle to the ex- 
tension of our trade. In some ports the merchandise 
has to be disembarked by lighters and then carried into 
the interior by imperfect means of transportation and 
is liable to rough handling by careless and unskilled 
laborers on the way. Often it arrives at its destination, 
if it gets there at all, in damaged condition. 

It is the testimony of consuls and consignees, as 
well as steamship companies, that European exporters 
pay much more attention to secure packing of goods 
sent to distant markets and especially to Central and 
South America than those of this country, and thereby 
obtain a decided advantage even when American goods 
would otherwise be preferred. The risk of loss from 
preventible injury may be sufficient to deter the foreign 
dealer from sending his order to the United States 
even when the kind of commodities desired might be 
obtained here at equal or greater advantage. 

If those concerned for the extension of our export 
trade, to South America particularly, would give less 
attention to getting the help of the government for 
American shipping and mail communication and de-

studying the needs of the markets, 
adapting their goods and their business methods to 
them, and fulfilling every reasonable obligation of 
promptness and care in shipments, they would make 
more progress. Ihe shipping and mail facilities would 
keep pace with the needs of the trade if other condi- 
tions were mad¢ favorable enough to insure proft. 
Our traditional way of securing foreign trade has been 
to discourage importing and let exporting drift along 
and take care of itself. Foreign trade requires enter- 
prise, skill and attention to details as well as domestic 
trade—New York Journal of Commerce. 


Renewal of Old Orchards. 


F. H. Ballou, of the Ohio Experiment Station, main- 
tains that old neglected orchards, which have been 
overgrown with weeds and brambles and have become 
not only worthless but a menace to new, well-cared-for 
orchards, may be “renewed” so that they may be a 
valuable source of fruit, especially while new orchards 
are coming into bearing. 

Instead of these orchards being destroyed to pre- 
vent the spread of diseases and noxious weeds to newly 
planted orchards he explains how they may be renewed 
in such a way that the injurious insects and diseases 
may be effectually and easily combated and controlled, 
and the old trees made to produce fine fruit for home 
and market while the young fruit trees are growing. 

Mr. Ballou explains at the outset that “renewal is a 
reversal of the generally prevailing idea of ‘pruning 
up’ old trees. It is distinctly a process of ‘pruning 
down.’ ” ’ : 

The type of trees with which renewal is not practicable is 
that type whose heads have been formed at an extreme 
height from the ground, and whose naked branches, from 
that elevated point of divergence, extend many more feet 
upward and outward with no intervening smaller branches. 
Usually a tree that was originally headed moderately low, 
and whose lower branches are in good condition, can be suc- 
cessfully renewed. ; 

Cut out the topmost branches the first season of renewal, 
leaving all healthy side branches. ‘The next season these 
horizontal branches may have their extremities lopped back 
with the pruners in such a way as to promote a uniform, well 
rounded, symmetrical head or top. 

It will be necessary to saw large branches first on the 
under side, then on the upper side, a few inches farther out 
or up the branch in the direction of its growth. This allows 
the branch to break off without splitting the part remaining. 
A second cut, at an angle, can then be made without diffh- 
culty, leaving a smooth, clean-cut stub. 

All wounds should be dressed, a few weeks after cutting, 
- a thick paint made of pure white lead and boiled linseed 
oil. 

The benefits of heading back will be lost, in time, unless 
the work be followed up by annual, discriminate thinning of 
the new shoots, and cutting back of those selected for future 
fruit bearing. 

Renewal of orchards may profitably be accompanied by 
* addition of stable manure, either worked into the soil 
eneath the extremities of the branches, or allowed to remain 
upon the surface to be covered later with straw or other 
coarse material applied as a mulch. The combination of re- 
— and fertilization will work. wonders in the rejuvenation 
aad old orchards long considered unprofitable and value-

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Wall Street and the West. 

Secretary Wilson of the Agricultural Department 
has just returned from an extended tour through the 
western and Pacific Coast states, and his experience 
and observation appear to have put him in an exuber- 
ant frame of mind. He is quoted in a Washington 
dispatch to one of the New York papers as saying that 
“the west is prosperous and is going to continue so.” 
“There is plenty of money out there,’ he says. In 
fact, the west is lending money to the east instead of 
the east furnishing money to the west, and the lenders 
are getting good rates of interest for their loans. “You 
don’t find the people out there worrying about Wall 
street and its troubles.” They are too busy and hardly 
know that such troubles exist. The “predictions of 
calamity that they read do not bother them,” for they 
have “gotten over caring such a lot what Wall street 
thinks or what happens to it.” “The rest of the coun- 
try is no longer dependent on Wall street.’’ Crops are 
good, prices of products and of stock are high and 
“the farmers are making money.” “They haven't time 
out there to pay attention to anything but their own 
business.” 

Doubtless Secretary Wilson caught his optimistic 
mood from the people he came in contact with in the 
west, and doubtless they feel the way he represents 
them as feeling. What is Wall street to them or they 
to Wall street that they should weep at the breaking of 
stocks or the shivering of credit? They feel that they 
can mock at its calamity and laugh when its fear 
cometh, in the security of good crops and high prices 
for all farm products. But after all they may not be 
quite so independent of what Wall street stands for as 
they imagine. The continuance of the prosperity of 
the country does not depend wholly upon crops, al- 
though they are an important factor, nor are high 
prices for what one has to sell an unmixed blessing 
unless he is assured of an unimpaired market. The 
west is not so well supplied with money that it does 
not have to call upon the east and pay as well as re- 
ceive high rates. The farmer, busy with his crops 
yet ungarnered and confident in the traders and bank- 
ers of the vicinage, has little conception of the vast 
web of credit with which the business of the country 
is bound up. 

This is under a pretty severe strain now, and the 
strain is felt at the points where this web has its main 














attachments. The chief guy rope of the whole system 
centers in Wall street, and if it should give way eae 
fine day on account of stock losses or bank losses and 
the beginning of inability to pay rapidly maturing gh. 
ligations, is it safe to assume that the effect would not 
be felt even to the far Pacific? Suppose Consumption 
and purchasing should be seriously curtailed and ip. 
dustrial operations slowed down so that many in the 
east were out of work. Suppose a lot of eastern houses 
became unable to pay their notes or extend their loans 
Suppose confidence shrank until money was hoarded 
instead of being kept in use. Suppose any of the fy- 
miliar symptoms of panic should appear and start g 
convulsion throughout the fabric of credit, with breaks 
here and there and spreading from point to point, I 
is to be hoped that nothing of the kind is to come fo 
an indefinite time, but if it should come Wall street js 
where it would begin and it would go westward with 
the effect of a paralytic shock. Prices would tumble 
crop movement would slacken and the process of dis. 
tribution which alone makes production profitable 
would become so deranged and depressed that the west 
would find that neither the farmer nor the capitalist 
was quite independent of the other. All are parts of 
one stupendous whole bound together by a system of 
credit which cannot be broken or severely shaken at 
its center without carrying disaster to the circumfer- 
ence.—New York “Journal of Commerce.” 






















Electrical Wonders of Tomorrow. 

Electricitv’s day is only dawning. Mr. Edison thinks 
that within the next ten years the world will see as 
many marvelous developments as during the last fifty. 
Before long, he predicts, science will enable the farmer 
to enrich his lands by means of nitrogen from the air. 
He expects to see at an early date the direct gener- 
ation of electricity from coal by a cheap process. Lo- 
comotives will then be thrown to the scrap heap, all 
trains will be run by electricity, no longer will coal be 
transported laboriously to cities, but there will be great 
power plants established at the mouths of mines, from 
which electricity will be sent out over the country by 
wire. There will be no horses in the streets, no stables, 
no flies; wagons will be propelled by electricity, houses 
will be lighted entirely by electricity, for it will be so 
cheap that it can be used by the humblest tenement 
dweller.

The Canned Goods Trade This Year. 


Although the canned goods trade of the Coast this 
year falls short as regards the number of cases put 
up, the value of it will be the greatest of any year ever 
known. Even as regards quantity it will make a very 
respectable showing. The total pack of fruits will 
be about 2,500,000 cases, and that of vegetables 800,- 
ooo cases. That makes 3,300,000 cases for California. 
We can add to this say 700,000 cases for Oregon and 
Washington, which although not fruit growing States 
like California, have been adding to their resources 
slowly but surely and year by year the profits of 
fruit culture. This would make for the three States 


a total of 4,000,000 cases, worth this year a total of 
$14.000,000. Then there are other products, such as 
catsups and sauces, etc., which would make a Value 
of $500,000. This department will become constantly 
of more value from an economic point of view, Then 
to all this we may add the 2,000,000 cases of salmon 
packed on the Coast this year. This makes the actual 
number of cases of canned food not less than 6,099. 
000, while the number of pounds of foodstuffs will 
reach the grand total of 336,000,000 pounds. This 
great industry takes a large amount of supplies in the 
shape of boxes, tinplate, pig tin, nails, etc., and makes 
greater demands on collateral industry every day, jt 
employs a vast army of labor in the season.—Say 
Francisco Trade Journal.
